DEATH CALLS 
M'INTYRE 

NPJW YORK. (JP* — Oscar Odd 
McIntyre, newspaper columnist to 
whom millions of Americans 
looked for their impressions of 
New York City, died today in his 
Park avenue apartment. 

One of the most famous new’s- 
papermen of the nation, he came 
to New' York from a small Ohio 
town, and ahvays boasted he never 
lost the naive curiosity of the 
“home town boy.” For a quarter 
of a century his daily column. 
“New York Day By Day.” gained 
increa.sing fame, and in recent 
years was published in almost 500 
newspapers. 

McIntyre, who would have been 
54 Friday, died at 2 o'clock this 
morning. Cause of death wa-s not

Tha fourth estate had a new 
member today the first Spanish 
ue\.vspaper in Orange county. 

The new paper, called "La 
Prensa,” will be published every 
Friday by Gabino Gonzales, cousin 
of Sol Gonzales, prominent Santa 
Ana merchant. 

It.s publisher came here from 
Madrid, from where he was driven 
by the civil war. Prior to coming 
to this county, Gonzales published 
one of Madrid’s largest news¬ 
papers. His plant was destroyed 
by bombs. 

Gabino Gonzales is listed a.s di¬ 
rector of La Prensa. with Sol Gon¬ 
zales as colaborador. 

La Prensa is published entirely 
In Spanish, but is modern and 
American in style. The first issue, 
just out, contains four pages of 
news articles, Hollywood features, 
local items and advertisements. 


WRIGHT TRIAL 
SURPRISE 

State Must Prove Case 
In Insanity Hearing 

LOS ANGELES. (iT) — A 
tactical move on the part of 
the defense today in Paul 
A. Wright’s insanity trial 
threw the burden of proof on 
the prosecution. 

Wright, convicted Saturday 
on two counts of manslaugh¬ 
ter for the slayings of Mrs. Wright 
and John Kimmel, now is being 
tried on his plea of innocent by 
reason of insanity. 

As soon as the trial opened, be¬ 
fore the same jury, Wright's coun- 
.sel, Jerry Giesler, offered in evi¬ 
dence the transcript and exhibits 
of the former trial. 

Prosecutor S. E. Roll, upon ac¬ 
cepting both, announced that the 
state would rest, an action he had

MRSlmjRGES 
LARGER NAVY 

WASHINGTON. (JP) Mrs. 
Franklin Roosevelt, lecturer and 
writer on peace, said today the 
United States apparently needs 
to build better naval and air 
forces for an adequate self de¬ 
fense. 

Asked at her press conference 
if her statement meant she favored 
the pending naval expansion bill, 
she said .she was not familiar 
enough with the details to com¬ 
ment on that. 

“It is unfortunate,” Mrs. Roose¬ 
velt said, “but we still live in a 
world where force is the only voice 
which carries any weight to a 
great many people.” 

The first lady said she would 
love to see the time arrive when 
“we can get enough people to¬ 
gether—that would have to be all 
of the strong nations of the world 

-to begin to disarm.” 

POINT LOST IN 
SLANDER SUIT 

C. E. Boyden. awaiting trial on 
slander charges, today had lost 
the first round of his $100,000 
damage suit against a former 
partner who had him arrested. 

Superior Judge G. K. Scovel .sus¬ 
tained a demurrer of G. W. Bowles, 
defendant, to Boyden's first cause 
of action and allowed him 10 clays 
to amend his complaint for dam¬ 
ages and an injunction against 
using advertising material Boyden 
'Claims he owns. 

A defense motion for dismissal 
was granted on Boyden’s second 
complaint, which asked $50,000 
damages for Boyden's arrest on the 
slander charge after assertedly 
calling Bowles a “deadbeat.” 

P. G. and E. Loses 
Utility Lawsuit 

WASHINGTON. (.PI — The Pa¬ 
cific Gas and Electric company 
failed in the supreme court today 
in an effort lo enjoin the sale of 
$22,000,000 of bonds by the Sacra¬ 
mento Municipal Utility district 
for construction of a competing 
power system. 

The tribunal refused to review 
decisions by the Northern Califor¬ 
nia federal district court and the 
ninth circuit court of appeals dis¬ 
missing the litigation. 

The company contended that it 
already served the 650-square-mile 
district and that it should not be 
required to pay a proposed tax for 
construction of the new system. 


Forerunner of Third Storm in Week Hits Santa Ana

RAIN, SNOW, WINDS 

SAN FRANCISCO. bPi — The 
Pacific coast, wearied by a pro¬ 
longed siege of rain, snow and 
high winds that has caused nearly 
a score of deaths, disrupted com¬ 


munications, halted rail and high¬ 
way traffic and harassed shipping, 
looked forward today to - more 
rain, .snow and high wind. 

In northern California, where 
the storm entered its 19th con¬ 
secutive day today, floods which 
had already Inundated several low- 
lying areas threatened to spread. 

From Bridgeport, in eastern 
California (Mono county) came a 
report of the latest known victim 
of the storm. Tony Sparcevich, a 
miner, wa.s crushed to death yes¬ 
terday in an avalanche that sent 
tons of snow and rocks cratdiing 


down on the Silverado mine in the 
Sierra Nevada. 

Heavy rains along the upper 
Sacramento river heightened ap¬ 
prehension in the Colusa-Sacra- 
mento area, where levees were 
weakened. 

A total of 60,000 acres of farm 
lands was covered by flood waters 
in Stanislaus county. The danger 
points were at the junction of the 
Stanislaus and the San Joaquin 
river, and in the San Joaquin and 
Sacramento delta region. 

The flood, 15 miles long and live 


miles wide, spread to within five 
miles of Manteca, Stanislaus coun¬ 
ty town directly south of Stock- 
ton. There was a possibility that 
the Stanislaus levee above Man- 
eca might break and flood the 
town.

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Record U. S. Fleet Ready for Grim Wartime 'Games 


POWERFUL 
NAVY UNITS 
PREPARED 

Entire Pacific to Be 
Area tor Maneuvers 

LOS ANGEI.es. (.T)- The Unit- 
eri States fleet 173 ships and 5t7 
airplanes—is making ready for six 
weeks of g-rini war game.s. 

Four weeks from today the most 
powerful fighting: machine Ameri¬ 
ca ever sent to sea moves into the 
trackless Pacific. It goes out un¬ 
der a new commander-in-chief, 
Admiral Claude Charles Bloch. 

This far-seeing, keen-eyed Ken¬ 
tuckian when he took command 
two weeks ago told his officers 
and men "our only justification for 
being is to be ready to fight.’’ 

In dispatching his forces over 
America’s western sea frontiers, 
from the Aleutian islands down 
through Hawaii and into Equa¬ 
torial waters, the admiral will 
watch every move to see whether 
each unit is in the condition of 
readiness to fulfill the duty he 
has imposed iipon them to make 
the navy second to none. 

Admiral Bloch’s flagship, the 
battleship Pennsylvania, is in San 
Francisco bay this week for dry¬ 
docking so that all will be set to 
go Into the war games March 14. 

There are 12 battleships, 4 air¬ 
craft carriers, 16 heavy cruisers, 
4 light cruisers. 55 destroyers, 27 
submarines and more than two 
score auxiliaries in the armada of 
the United States fleet. 

Problem XIX as this year's war 
games is termed, finds the se¬ 
curity forces of the fleet sharply 
realigned by the newest sky wea¬ 
pons, the long range air cruisers, 
winged storehouses of explosives, 
as these patrol squadrons have 
been termed. 

During the past year the Aleu¬ 
tian islands, that one-time land 
bridge to Asia, the westerly finger 
of which, Attu island, carries the 
western boundary of the United 
States to within a few hundred 
miles of Asia, has come in for 
considerable naval attention. 

It is expected this area will be 
one of the important sections in 
the theater of operations of the 
war games. 

JAP.4X MAY REVEAL 
NAVY PLANS, REPORT 

TOKYO. (/PI -The Japanese for¬ 
eign office spokesman intimated 
today that Japan might be willing 
to provide naval construction in¬ 
formation if the request was made 
unofficially. 

Expressing his personal opinion, 
the spokesman said "it would be 
better if the powers would ap¬ 
proach Japan unofficially."

The actual dedication was car¬ 
ried out by Sir Thomas, aboard a 
government yacht, sailing through 
the dock entrance and breaking a 
130-foot ribbon.

The drydock is the largest ever 
built. It can accommodate war¬ 
ships up to 55,000 tons. For the 
first time in history Great Britain 
is able to service warships in dry- 
dock east of the Suez canal.

Other pros¬ 
perous Southern California towns, 
whose entire busine.ss area recent¬ 
ly sprang up, were not considered, 
inasmuch as .such development is 
not typical of the average active 
community in the United States, 
Baldwin said.

“Dr. Townsend feels that he was 
unjustly treated: that the Bell com¬ 
mittee tiansccndecl its authority, 
and that he did what any red 
blooded American should do when 
his character is assailed. Dr. Town¬ 
send fought the only way he could, 
and will continue to fight for the 
common man.” 

Three years ago. when the Town¬ 
send plan first became a political 
issue, its founders optimistically 
predicte<l that his idea of raising 
the funds by a tax of 2 per cent 
on all business tran.sactions would 
become “a law within a year.” 

Dr. Townsend now makes no 
predictions, but his admirers and 
co-woikers insist that he is as en¬ 
thusiastic as ever. Anri, like him, 
they are convinced that within 
their lifetimes they will be handed 
.$200 every month and. as the plan 
advocates. 


When the Los Angeles Townsend 
club—or Townsend Trade Builders, 
Inc., as it is now called—moved 
into the somber quarters of a 
former mortuary, the remarks of 
the opponents of the Townsend 
plan were obvious. 

But the Townsend plan is far 
from dead and the enthusiasm of 
its estimated million active mem¬ 
bers all over the country is now 
greater than ever, take it from the 
author of the S200 a month 
scheme. Dr. Francis E. Townsend, 
and the head of his office, J. P. 
Charlebois. 

Currently, the Townsend organ¬ 
ization’s interest'—in addition to 
its ever-present problem of crys- 
talizing sentiment - - is the distri¬ 
bution of petitions calling upon the 
governors of every state to press 
upon congress the necessity of 
passing a constitutional amend¬ 
ment to make the Townsend plan 
a law. 

Townsendites also are interested 
at the moment in their leader's 
determination to go to jail, rather 
than appeal, for his refusal to tes¬ 
tify before a special house com¬ 
mittee investigating his old age 
pension plan. In March. 1927. Dr. 
Town.send was sentenced to ”0 
days in jail and fined $100 for 
contempt; this week, an appellate 
court upheld the conviction. 

Through Charlebois, Dr. Town¬ 
send issued a statement recently 
telling why he is refusing to carry 
his case to the supreme court. 

“The rea.son is. he is a poor 
man,” said (Charlebois, “not able

Here’s One for the Admirals 

This is National Defense week, but even if it spoils 
some admiral’s fun, we are going to have our say about 
the crazy naval building race in which this queer world 
seems about to engage. 

There has teen a closed season on increased size of 
the big battle-wagons since the naval conference in Wash¬ 
ington in 1922. England completed the 42,000-ton battle¬ 
ship Hood in 1920, but ships built since 1922 have been 
limited to 35,000 tons by agreement. 

The polite inquiries of America, England and France 
concerning Japan’s rumored upturn in battleship sizes 
means that if, despite official and unofficial denials, 
Japan has actually gone over the 35,000-ton limit, all size 
limitations will be removed by the other naval powers 
and the “ideal” of some of the world’s leading naval de¬ 
signers will be unrestricted. 

One such designer has already committed himself to 
a 57,000-ton battleship. There is no construction barrier 
in the way of fighting ships ranging up to 70,000 or even 
100,000 tons, and armed with guns 18 inches and even 24 
inches in caliber. Cost has been the chief deterrent. 

A world which has such great need for the products 
of its wealth, brains and constructive capacities in other 
fields had better be doing some concentrated hoping, 
thinking, planning and talking against an unrestricted 
world armament race which would impoverish even the 
richest nations and bankrupt those less than rich.
